Humblg complaining, your orator Jose. hukel iy, Trustee, whe’ sees 

for the benefit of Jos.Louchheim & Company, a partnership composed 
of Jos.Louchheim and Harry Louchheim and Louis Eliel, shows unto 
your Honor that heretofore on the Sist day of August 1895 he.cou- 
veyed to R.J.Wood (wife of W.P.Wood) a’ certain tract.of land con- 
taining about seventy six acres situated in Lee County, Virginia, 
on the Waters of Powell's River, about three miles east of Jonesvilb 
known as the Travis Land;° that the consideration for said convey- 
ance was $131.60 of which said R.J.Wood paid your orator $58.45 

in cash, aud for the residue of which she executed two notes both 
dated August 3lst 1895, one for $36.58 and the other for $36.57, 
both bearing interest from their date, due respectively six ard 
twelve months from date, and waiving homestead; and a vendors 

lien was expressly retained by your orator in said. comveyence, (9 
secure said notes, All of which will more fully appear froma 
certified copy of said deed herewith filed marked "Exhibit.2", ana 
the two notes aforesaid herewith filed marked respectively "Exhibit 
2" and "Exhibit 3", all of which exhibits are prayed tc be traatecd 
as part iof his bilh. Your oerator charges ea@rses that said notes 
have not, and no part of them or of either of them have ever, been 
paid and that;both of said notes ave now long past due and ewe Qhe 


wholly unpaid and owing to your orator, and he is advised fhat ne 


has, rignt t o have his lien aforesaid enforced in a Court of Equity 


Wherefore, the premises considered, your orator prays that 
said R.J.Wood be made a party defendant to this bill and required te 
answer the same, but answer under oath 1s expressly waived; that 
on a hearing he be decreed the amount of said notes and interest 
and the cost of this suit against said R.J.Wood; that his vendors 
lien be enforced against said land, and for such other and general 


ef as his eause merits in a Court of equity. luc ne CircO @
